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TACKLING knife crime and 
getting weapons off our streets 
will be the focus for Essex Police 
during a national crackdown, called 
Operation Sceptre, which started on 
Monday, March 11. 

Operation Sceptre is a week of 
action that will see all 44 forces in 
England and Wales, including Essex 
Police, building on the current work 
officers are doing to tackle serious 
violence. 

In Essex, Operation Sceptre will 
kick off a longer period of action 
designed to target knife crime. 

Police deal with knife-related 
crime every day through a 
combination of enforcement, 
education and partnership work, 
and they will be highlighting this 
ongoing work throughout the week. 

During the crackdown the force 
will target those carrying knives 
with the intention to use them to 


commit crime or cause harm. 

Action taking place during 
Operation Sceptre will include: 

•Weapon sweeps to find weapons 
that criminals may have hidden for 
later use. 

•High visibility patrols and intel¬ 
ligence-led stop checks. 

• Joint patrols with British 
Transport Police and the use of 
knife arches at some of the county’s 
train stations to disrupt cri min als 
using the railway network. 

•Knife crime awareness events 
with community safety partnership 
colleagues and charities such as 
Only Cowards Carry. 

•Working with schools, colleges, 
and youth organisations to educate 
children and young people about the 
dangers of carrying knives. 

•Joining with trading standards 
teams to raise awareness among 
shop owners about the importance 


of challenging underage customers 
and the law around selling knives 
and bladed objects. 

Latest figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show an eight per 
cent rise in the number of offences 
involving knives or sharp weapons, 
taking the figure to its highest level 
since comparable data began to be 
collected in 2011. 

In Essex there was a 35 per cent 
increase in violence against the 
person offences for the 12 months to 
the end of January 2019 with 54,064 
offences compared with 40,032 for 
the same period the previous year. 

The county also saw a 12.6 per 
cent increase in the number of 
possession of weapon offences with 
2,014 offences in the 12 months to 
January 2019 compared with 1,868 
for the same period the previous 
year. 

Essex Police’s Temporary 


Assistant Chief Constable Paul 
Wells said: “Sadly, we’ve seen an 
increase in knife nationally and an 
increase in violent crime here in 
Essex - and I understand this affects 
how safe people feel. 

“However, it’s also important to 
note that less than eight people in 
every 1,000 here in Essex will be 
a victim of a violent crime with 
injury. 

“Driving down violent crime 
remains one of our top priorities, 
but tackling the underlying issues is 
complex and is a battle that we as a 
community must fight together. 

“We know knife and violent crime 
is closely associated with gangs and 
drugs, but also with domestic abuse. 

“Those who are involved in gangs 
or organised crime carry knives and 
other weapons because of the threat 
of violence that hangs over them.

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MP wants to see ‘key’ A127 
turned into a motorway

ROCHFORD and Southend East MP 
James Duddridge has called for the 
A127 to be turned into a motorway. 

Mr Duddridge gave his view during 
a debate in Westminster Hall last week 
on transport infrastructure in Essex. 

The main A road runs from Gallows 
Comer near Romford in the west to 
Southend town centre in the east. 

Speaking to Jesse Norman, minister 
of state for transport, Mr Duddridge 
claimed the whole of Essex wants the 
road to become a motorway and said: 
“Minister, if this were legislation, I 
would suggest a very simple amend¬ 
ment: delete ‘A’ and insert ‘M’.” 

He described the road as “the life¬ 
blood” to places in Southend and across

the road’s corridor to London. 

“Rather like the c2c line, it is a 
pipeline of money and prosperity for 
the area. I am asking for just a small 
change - a little letter,” he added. 

Mr Duddridge attended the first 
meeting of an A127 task force, 
including council leaders and MPs, in 
December that agreed to “collaborate 
and contribute” towards a long-term 
vision for the corridor. 

During the debate, he said he wanted 
to see the road become a tmnk road, 
a type of road managed by Highways 
England and classified as a major route. 

He also called for the road to be 
widened to three lanes and for a 
constant speed limit to be introduced 
along its duration. 

Mr Norman said discussions are 
ongoing with councils over whether the 
road should be tmnked. 


He added: “I can make no judgement 
on the merits of the case - that is a mat¬ 
ter for official scmtiny and discussion 

- but I would have some worries about 
the potential environmental impact.” 

Southend Council’s deputy leader 
James Courtenay agreed that improve¬ 
ments were required for the A127. 

He felt there are two ways to improve 
travel time from one side of Southend 
to the other - continued investment in 
the road and to re-trunk it. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “Longer term 
though Southend needs a third road. 

“This will help relieve pressure 
on current traffic, but also allow for 
continued investment into the town 

- for visitors and residents, but also 
for additional homes to be built for 
the young people of Southend who 
need more affordable homes in the 
borough.” 


Nut allergy woman back home after five years 



A WOMAN left brain damaged after 
a severe allergic reaction to nuts while 
on holiday has returned home after five 
years in care. 

Former ITV producer Amy May 
Shead, 31, went into anaphylactic shock 
after taking one bite of a chicken meal 
at a restaurant in Budapest, Hungary. 

She was in hospitals and care homes 
since the 2014 incident but has returned 
home to live in a specially built annex 
at the side of the family home in 
Westcliff. She will receive 24-hour 
care there. 

Her aunt Julie Martin said Amy’s 
parents Roger and Sue Shead were over 
the moon to have their daughter home. 

“They’ve longed for her to come 
home,” she said. “They’ve wanted her 
to come home for a long time but it’s 
challenging to get someone discharged 
with a care package.” 

Amy was 26 and on holiday with 


friends at the time of the incident. 

She managed her allergy all her life, 
was never without her EpiPen and 
showed restaurant waiting staff a card 
printed in the local language stating she 
suffered from a potentially fatal allergy. 


Her family said she was assured sev¬ 
eral times that the meal she chose was 
nut-free. Her allergic reaction resulted 
in brain damage. 

Mrs Martin said the family took legal 
action but got no compensation as there 


was no public liability insurance in 
place at the restaurant. 

“She’s wheelchair-bound, she’s una¬ 
ble to talk, she can’t see and can’t care 
for herself but she understands,” said 
Mrs Martin. 

“She has a really great sense of 
humour and a will to work at her ther¬ 
apies which is really rewarding to see.” 

Julie and Tom Martin set up the Amy 
May Trust which fundraises to cover 
costs of Amy’s therapies. Mrs Martin 
says this can cost £7,000 each month. 

NHS funding is in place for other 
aspects of her care. 

The trust campaigns to raise aware¬ 
ness and to improve the flying expe¬ 
rience for airline passengers with nut 
allergies. 

“We’re working to prevent a tragedy 
like this happening to another family,” 
said Mrs Martin. For details see www.

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Brexit and you guide 
from county council 


AS Brexit turmoil continues in the 
House of Commons, Essex County 
Council is attempting to provide resi¬ 
dents some guidance through a dedicat¬ 
ed section of its website. 

The Brexit and you website outlines 
how EU citizens can register for the 
Settlement Scheme that will allow them 
to continue living in the UK, the rights 
of Irish citizens and guidance for busi¬ 
nesses. 

It also includes links to online tool 
kits that explain how Brexit will impact 
EU workers and expectations for inter¬ 
national travel. 

However, much of the advice links to 
Government websites which are strug¬ 
gling to give firm details due to the fail¬ 
ure of politicians to reach an agreement 
on what kind of Brexit they wish to see. 

The UK is set to leave the EU at 
11pm on March 29. 

At the end of last year, Gavin 
Jones, county council chief executive 
expressed frustration at the Government 
for communicating directly to certain 
ports and airports rather than speaking 
to councils. 

He told councillors during a meeting 
in November: “One of the frustrations 
is the government is talking directly 
to ports and airports and potentially 
Harwich could take more traffic if 
Dover fills up and the roads there 
potentially become very congested. 

“The frustration we have is when 
the government talks to Harwich they

won’t talk to us or share that informa¬ 
tion - they are forced to sign confiden¬ 
tiality agreements.” 

The council has said that it expects 
a no-deal Brexit to impact EU grant 
funded projects, services and goods, 
employment and emergency planning. 

Essex’s two unitary councils in 
Southend and Thurrock have been 
less specific about the impact, with 
Southend publishing a report which 
focuses largely on general concerns 
raised by the Government. But it does 
note that EU-funded projects could face 
difficulties because the money is only 
protected until 2020. 

Thurrock has opted not to publish an 
impact report due to the uncertainty at 


Westminster. The council is in discus¬ 
sions with the Government after they 
were not included in a list of authorities 
receiving a share of £3.14million of 
Government funding for ports likely to 
be impacted by Brexit, despite it being 
home to three ports. 

This funding will be in addition to a 
£56.6m fund that will be shared among 
all local authorities across the coun¬ 
try. Unitary authorities, such as Essex 
County Council, Southend and Thurrock 
are expected to get £210,000 over two 
instalments. Further funding for less 
well-off towns from a £1.6billion pot 
will be shared across the country. 

Most of this will go towards the north 
and the midlands over seven years, 
where spending per head will be equal 
to around £25. In the south east it will 
be closer to £10 per head. 

The funding has faced criticisms from 
opposition councillors who have said it 
does not make up for the millions lost 
in cuts to councils since 2010. 

Emergency planning for leaving the 
EU is being undertaken by a partner¬ 
ship of all local authorities, known as 
the Essex Resilience Forum. 

This includes the health authorities, 
councils and the environment agency. 

Planning by the group has been taking 
place since August last year and has a 
working group dedicated to the types 
of issues.

“Arresting them is not 
always a deterrent. 

“We need to edu¬ 
cate our children about 
whether that’s the kind 
of life they want to lead 
- carrying weapons, 
always looking over 
their shoulder and being 
not only at risk of get¬ 
ting hurt but facing the 
consequences of hurting 
someone else. 

“Tackling knife crime 
involves more than just 
enforcement. It is a com¬ 
munity responsibility, 
which is why we work 
with other organisations 
within the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, our commu¬ 
nity safety partnerships, 
charities, schools and 
community groups to try 
and educate people to 
prevent knife crime hap¬ 
pening in the first place.

Ban the sale of 
knives and build 
more prisons 

WHEN a crime is committed 
many people would have a 
view on how the offender is 
punished. 

However, the authorities’ 
first consideration would be 
to investigate the underlying 
problems and how we can help 
or re-educate the offender. 

Knife crime is on the 
increase and too many young 
people have been murdered by 
other young people, sometimes 
without any reason. 

Too many times the 
punishment is a decision 
based on an individual 
judge’s discretion and the 
accommodation availability 
within our prisons. 

We should, of course, 
understand that drugs are easily 
obtained inside prisons for 
those that use them and this 
environment encourages new 
users also. 

The logical and safest 
solution to prevent 
re-offending is to lock these 
people away and educate them 
until they are no longer a risk. 

However, within our present 
system and maybe due to lack 
of funding, this option is not 
available. 

I am not someone that 
believes in more police on the 
streets even though I have not 
seen a police officer outside of 
a car in some years. 

I do, however, believe in 
building more purpose built 


prisons to remove the offenders 
from society and placing them 
in a controlled environment 
away from the normal luxury 
that technology provides and 
put to work to cover the cost of 
their free housing. 

Crimes and their punishment 
could be easily calculated with 
a paired comparison exercise 
and the punishment should be 
the same throughout the UK. 

Let’s stop this soft option 
approach that so-called experts 
advise us is the best way to 
solve our crime rates. 

Let’s apply a little logic to 
solve the knife crime problem. 

Just ban the sale of knives 
with a hefty fine for non 
compliance. 

It should be assumed that 
anyone carrying a knife intends 
to use it rather than give out 
warnings and just take the 
knife away. 

The problems have a logical 
simple solution, but we are 
governed by do-gooders who 
are weak. 

Take away the judges and let 
the affected families decide the 
punishment.

Breastscreen 
uptake below 
70% target 

IT’S extremely worrying 
to hear that just two thirds 
(67 per cent) of women in 
Southend attended their routine 
breast screening appointment 
last year. The NHS Breast 
Screening Programme is vital 
in ensuring breast cancer 
is detected at early, more 
treatable stages - preventing 
around 1,300 deaths from 
breast cancer each year in the 
UK. 

While screening comes with 
some risks to be aware of, 
we’d encourage all women 
across Southend to attend their 
screening appointments when 
invited, and to discuss any 


concerns they may have with 
their doctor. 

More than 140 women in 
Southend are diagnosed with 
breast cancer each year, and 
around 40 sadly die from the 
disease each year. 

If we are to ensure that by 
2050, everyone who develops 
breast cancer will live and live 
well, we need to do everything 
we can to detect more cases 
earlier. 

With breast cancer 
incidence continuing to rise, 
it’s concerning to see that 
screening uptake in Southend 
fell below the 70 per cent 
target last year, as screening 
uptake in England dropped to a 
new decade-low. 

It’s essential that NHS 
England’s landmark 
review of screening 
programmes provides 
clear recommendations 
to significantly improve 
attendance across the country. 

We look to the 
Government to ensure these 
recommendations will be put 
in place - and be supported 
with adequate resource - to 
enable local NHS services to 
cope with increasing demand 
over the next decade.

Aston rolls out its trio of concepts

ASTON MARTIN is on a roll 
and, in an unprecedented show 
of force at the Geneva Motor 
Show, the iconic sports car 
maker has taken the wraps of 
no less than three exciting new 
concept cars - all of which are 
destined for production. 

The trio of world debuts are 
led by the first glimpse of the 
breathtaking Vanquish Vision 
Concept, which will form the 
basis for the company’s first 
series production mid-engined 
supercar, and be powered by a 
version of Aston Martin’s new 
in-house V6 engine. 

The Vanquish Vision took 
centre stage on Aston’s 
Geneva stand alongside 
a design concept for a new 
Aston Martin hypercar - the 
AM-RB 003 - and the battery- 
powered Lagonda All-Terrain 
Concept. 

Reviving an iconic 
nameplate traditionally 

reserved for Aston Martin’s 
flagship production model, the 


Vanquish Vision design study 
provides further evidence of 
the proudly British brand’s 
intent to compete in one of the 
most hotly contested market 


sectors in the automotive 
world - one traditionally 
defined by Italian supercar 

^he^ sleek AM-RB 003 


concept points the way for 
Aston to compete with the 
world’s best £300,000-plus 
hypercars. 

Previously known as Project 


003 it will benefit from the 
close involvement of FI’s Red 
Bull Advanced Technologies 
in its design and engineering 
and will incorporate concepts 


and technologies taken 
directly from Formula One 
enabling it, says the company, 
to “surpass the performance 
demands of existing 
top-end hypercar rivals.” 

Meanwhile, crowds at 
Geneva will also get their 
first glimpse of the Lagonda 
All-Terrain Concept, the 
company’s first all-electric 
model, which will go into 
production at Aston Martin 
Lagonda’s new factory in 
South Wales in 2022.

WEST Ham endured an afternoon 
to forget as stragglers Cardiff City 
eased to a 2-0 Premier League vic¬ 
tory in chilly Wales on Saturday. 

United arrived in buoyant mood 
off the back of several improved 
displays. And despite Cardiff’s des¬ 
perate plight at the wrong end of 
the table, Manuel Pellegrini was 
determined to ensure his charges 
remained focused. 

“It is my duty to convince the 
players that the position in the table 
of Cardiff will mean it is a more 
difficult game,” he said. 

The troubled hosts had lost each of 
their previous three league outings, 
conceding ten goals in the process, 
but they made short work in grab¬ 
bing the lead. Junior Hoilett on 
hand to sweep high into the net from 
close range after Joshua Murphy 
had picked him out from the right. 

The Hammers were certainly 
straggling in the blustery condi¬ 
tions.

West Ham’s frustrations con¬ 
tinued. Javier Hernandez went over 
far too easily when challenged by 
Bluebirds defender Bruno Ecuele 
Manga and the Mexican received a 
yellow card for his theatricals. 

It took until a minute before the 
break for the visitors to offer an 
attempt in anger. Snodgrass firing 
over after Ryan Fredericks’ low cen¬ 
tre had only been half-cleared. 

Meanwhile, Murphy wasn’t far 
from doubling Cardiff s advantage 


- forcing Fabianski into a smart 
save after cutting in from the right. 

Pellegrini threw Marko 
Amautovic into the fray in a bid 
to bolster the Hammers attacking 
options. But before the Austrian 
could make any sort of impact, 
West Ham found themselves two 
behind. Victor Camarasa squeezed 
past Fabianski at the foot of a post 
after Murphy’s cushioned header 
had fashioned the opening. 

Cardiff were already in the 
ascendancy. Niasse fluffed his 
lines after looking certain to add 
to the scoreline. Meanwhile, sub¬ 
stitute Michail Antonio’s horribly 
wayward strike summed up the 
Hammers’ dismal afternoon. 

Declan Rice hit the post with a 
fizzing effort from distance while 
Amautovic forced Neil Etheridge 
to palm away as the east Londoners 
finally offered some hope. 

Etheridge awkwardly pushed 
Antonio’s header behind, but that 
proved to be as good as it got for 


West Ham. Cardiff were happy to 
surrender possession, safe in the 
knowledge that a late salvo from 
Pellegrini’s men was unlikely. 

After the game Pellegrini said he 
had been surprised by his team’s 
performance. 

“Yes, surprised because we kept 
the same starting eleven that played 
so well against Newcastle,” he 
bemoaned. 

Pellegrini straggled to explain 
why his side had started so badly, 
adding: “ft is difficult to find a rea¬ 
son. We knew it would be a difficult 
game because Cardiff need points. 

“We didn’t create chances in the 
first half and in the second half we 
had Amautovic’s shot saved and 
Declan Rice hit the post. Cardiff 
didn’t create too much but they 
scored two goals. That’s it.” 

Meanwhile, delighted Cardiff 
boss Neil Wamock said: “There 
were talks about a split camp, but 
we saw the team spirit today. It’s 
probably as good as we’ve played 


this season, against a good side. 

“We had to stand up and be 
counted because nobody is going to 
help us.
